BROWNE LAWYER ON HAND, 


un Fixing Mattér May Be Laid 
Before Grand Jury and True 
Bills Sought Today. 


WAYMAN WOLDS. CONFERENCES. 


States Attorney. Waermans invactiga- 
tion of the jury fixing scandal growing 
out of the second trial ef Legislator Lee 
O'Neil Browne came rapidly to a head yes- 
terday. Extraordinary efforts to keep secret 
the details were continued, but developments 
that could not be suppressed showed how 
close was the approach to grand jury action, 
which probably will come today. 

Harry T. Stacy, an automobile operator 
residing at 1471 Grand avenue, was disclosed 
es an important link in the chain of evidence 
back of the allegation that Charles E. Erb- 
stein, Browne attorney, paid money to Grant 
McCutchen, a juror in the second Browne 
trial. Stacy is said also to involve State 
Representative Fred B. Erickson in the al- 
leged pi of jury fixing. 

The exact nature of Mr. Stacy’s statement 
has not been disclosed, but it was learned 
that he figured in the matter as a medium of 
introduction between Representative Erick- 
son and McCutchen, who subsequently was 
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accepted as a juror—having already been 
drawn on the vénire. Stacy is said to be a 
friend of McCutchen and a political ally of 
Erickson. Erickson was ih türn the friend of 
Erbstein, who in this manner got in touch 
pega McCutchen, 


‘McCutchen Not in Custody, _ 
Juror Mecutchen's absence from his house 
| since midnight of last Wednesday was ex. 
plained late in the afternoon, when sotto

Erbstein Goes to Wayman. 

First evidence that the “ pot was boiling ” 
was the appearance of Mr. Erbstein in the 
company of James T. Brady, as his attorney. 
The lawyer for Browne had gone on a tele- 
phone invitation from the state's attorney, 
but waited in the corridor for half an hour 
before the prosecutor sent for him. Instead 
of Mr. Erbetein, Attorney Brady went into 
the conference room. What transpired there 
wae learned only through the statement of 
Mr. Brady on emerging. as Mr. Wayman de- 
clined io comment. 

Mr. Erbstein,”’ said Mr. Brady, heard 
that witnesses were being gathered, presum- 
ably for appearance before the grand jury, 
and he came over here with the intention of 
facing them. When we reached here we 
learned that such witnesses were not present. 
Although my eltent was willing to talk to Mr.

Mr. Brady added, as he started away with 
Erbstein, that while he had not been re- 
tdined by Mrs. McCutchen, he would insti- 
tutes habeas corpus proceedings to free 
the former juror if Mrs. McCytchen re- 
quested. } 

Soon after leaving the Criminal Court 
building, Attorney Brady returned in the 
company of Mrs, McCutchen and her daugh- 
ter. The party went béfore Judge Chetlain 
and asked for a writ of habeas corpus for Me- 
Cutchen, on the ground that he was being 
detained against his will and was separated 
from his family so that he was unable to 
communicate*with them. 

Judge Chetlain refused to iseue the writ 
of habeas corpus, being busy. with another 
ease. Mr. Brady said he would appear this 
morning before some other judge and renew 
his application. At that time, Mrs. McCutch- 
en had not received from her husband the 
message that he was staying downtown vol- 
untarily. 

Wayman Confers with Judge.

Judge Kohieaat yesterday appointed wil-

an independent telephone service in about 
twenty-five of the larger cities and towns in 
northern and centrél Illinois. 

The crash came when K was discovered 
that former State Senator Henry H. Evans 
of Aurora, while president of the company, 
had paid himself $40,000 out of the funds of 
the company four days prior to Oct. 1, when 
the interest on the bonds came due. As * 
consequence of this sudden depletion of the 
treasury the compatiy defaulted tts bond in- 
terest and stock and bond holders united in 
b petition for a receiyer. 

It is claimed that under Evans régime the 
affairs of the company were so badiy mis- 
managed that today the debts are more than 
61,000 000 above the assets. Evans is ac- 
cused in the petition for a receivership of 
raving dissipated the company's funds with 
a lavish band. 


Vans Old Political Figure. 

Hank Bvane was one of the Springfield 
landmarks for a decade preceding his de- ! 
feat, and a charter member of the political 
old settlers’ association at the state capital. 
He was in the senate from 1880 until two | 
years ago, and he was in the house two years 
before being elected to the senate.

JURY STILL “ FIGHTING IT OUT”

Members Unable to Agree After Being 
Locked Up Twenty-four Hours at.

Springfield, III., Oct. 28.—[ Special. I- The 
jury in the trial of State Senator 8.

Steps Behind a Cab. 


Rush street always is crowded with auto- 
mobiles between 5. o'clock and 7 o'clock in 
the evening, most of them bound north. The 
taxicab which struck her was being driven 
by Charles E. Hummer, 1820 North Park ave- 
nue, a chauffeur employed by the Walden W. 
Shaw Automobile company, and was going 
south.

Court Rules Road Shall Turn 
Over Million a Year in Ac- 
‘counting Since 1904. 


VICTORY ron DENEEN. 


Stead in Comment ows Com- 
pany Continues Payments 
Annually Hereafter. 


Gov. Deneen and the state of Illincis won 
an important victory over the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad in the decision by the state Su- 
preme court given ye&terday at Springfield 
in the famous suit for a new accounting with 
the railroad to recover back eae for the 
last thirty-two years. 

While the court held that the state is not 
entitled to an accounting for the period from 
1878 to 1005, the contention of the governor 
in his message to the legislature in 1907 that 
the railroad should be required to pay into 
the state treasury every year 7 per cent on 
numerous- items of receipts not heretofore re- 
ported by the road was sustained. 

The case was remanded by the court to the 
Circuit. court of La Salle county for the 
taking of evidence. Aecording to the claims 
of the governor and Attorney General W. H. 
Stead, the decision will result in increasing 
the annual payments of the road by over 
$1,000 O a year from Oct. 31, and for all 
time to come. This means that a lump sum 
of $6,000,000 now is due the state treasury. 


Increases Road’s Payments. 
The decision of the court was on points of 
law on which the lower court was reversed 
and the demurrers of the railroad as to the 
years since 1905 denied. No opinion was 


expressed as to the charges that the railroad 


had manipulated its accounts illegally, but 
the number of accounts on which the road is 
required to pay 7 per cent in accoPahce with 
the charter of 1851 is greatly incre by the 
decision. Disputed points as to t method 
of dividing these accounts between the chart- 
er and noncharter lines of the company are 
to be settled by the lower court. 

Attorney General Stead, who filed the suit 
against the railroad early in 1907, following 
an examination of the company’s books, for 
which Gov. Deneen had secured a special ap- 
propriation from the legislature, issued a 
statement in the evening analyzing the effect 
of the decision, which was one of the longest 
ever recorded by thecourt. 


‘ Stead Analyzes Decision. 

“The opinion is exhaustive and covers 
every feature of the case,” said the attorney 
general. While it is certain that by reason 
of this decision the revenues of the state 
will be enérmously increased, I am unable 
at this time to make apy intelligent estimate 
of the amount. 

From Oct. 31, 1904, down to the present 
time, and for all time to come the IIlinois 
Central: railroad company will be required 
to pay into the state treasury 7 per cent upon 
numerous items of receipts which it has not 
heretofore included in its semi-annual ac- 
count. 

“The decision is a disappointment, in so 
far as it holds that no accouriting can be had 
for any of the years prior to 1905; yet, upon 
the whole, I consider it one of ghe most im- 
portant and farreaching vittories ever 
achieved by the people of this state. 


Points Won by Company. 


The contention of the company, that the 


4 


semi-annual statements furnished the gov- 


ernors prior to the year 1905, and which were 
approved by them, amounted, in.law, to set- 
tled accounts, is sustained by the court, 
Justice Hand dissenting. This, of course, 
precludes the state from going back of the 
year 1906. 

“The contention of the company that the 
state has no just cause for complaint on ac- 
eount of the diversion of freights from the 
charter to the noncharter lines is sustained. 

“The contention that the interest received 
by the company on its bank deposits and 
loans is no part of its gross receipts upon 
which it is required by its charter to pay 
the state 7 per centum, is also sustained. 

“In all other respecte the contentions of 
the company are denied, 


Victories of the State. 

“The opinion holds that during the years 
1905 and 1906 (and the same is true of subse- 
quent years) the semi-annuai statements fur- 
nished the governor were objected to, and are 
in no sense stated accounts, and the company 
must now account to the state for 7 per cent 
ot its charter line gross receipts for each of 
these years, and, furthermore, that in view 
of the relations existing between the company 
and the state, the burden of proof is upon 
the company to show that, the semi-annual 
statements furnished the governor during 
said years were in all respects just and true. 


It holds that all joint earnings of the 


charter and noncharter lines must be divided 
equitably and fairly between the charter and 
roncharter lines, in order that the state may 
receive all of the per centum to which it is 
entitled, and that upon ah accounting the 
court below will be justified in applying a 
mileage pro rata to all joint earnings in the 
absence of other proof on that point. 

As to the division of express earnirgs 
the same rule is applied, as in the case of 
freight and n earnings. 


: Cannot Deduct Charge.

DENEEN IN AUTO ACCIDENT. 


Galena, III., Oct. 28.—[Special.}]—Gov. De- 
neen was in an automobile smashup tonight 
which might have made Lieut. Gov. John 
Oglesby the chief executive of this state. 

As it was, the automobile in which the gov- 
ernor was whirling into Galena at the end of 
a long campaign trip through Jo Daviess 
county was wrecked, the goven nor and three 
Republican county candidates in Jo Daviess 
county were shaken up and bruised, but were 
able to walk into Galena, three-quarters ot a 
mile from the scene of the accident. 

The auto was at the head of the string of 
automobiles which carried the state, con- 
gressional, and legislative candidates 
through the county. The governor was be- 
hind schedule, and the car had taken a short 
cut, attempting to get ifto Galena in time 
for the night meeting, which closed the day s 
speaking campaign. 

There was a bridge around a sharp turn. 
The auto whizeed around the corner and ran 
head on into a team and wagon. The auto- 
mobile was put out of commission, the team 
reared and plunged, and there was general 
disturbance in the darkness. None of the 
occupants in the gcvernor’s machine was 
thrown out. 

The governor was greeted by a large dnd 
enthusiastic crowd in Galena.

Lloyd Memorial Is Presented to 
North Shore Village. 
SONS PAY PARENTS

Club and Smoking Rooms Are Feature 
of Building. 


HONOR. 


The Winnetka free public library, one of 
the finest institutions of the kind in the 
country, was presented formally to the north 
shore village by John and Henry D. Lloyd, 
sons of the late Henry Demarest and Mrs 
Jessie Bross’ Licoyd, last night. Over 400 
citizens attended the presentation ceremo- 
nies, 

Refreshments were served to the guests, 
and speeches were made by leading citizens, 
including George W. Oildfather, Chalmers 
Hadley, general secretary of the American 
Library association, Victor Elting, Miss Mary 
Gillespie, superintendent of the village 
schools; Miss Caroline Akin, chief librarian, 
and William A. Otis, architect for the struc- 
ture. The gift was received officially by Sam- 
uel H. Greeley, the village president. 


Inscription Tells Story. 

The inscription on a copper plate just in- 
side the main entrance tells the story. It 
reads: “ This library was begun by Jessie 
Bross Lloyd as a memorial to her husband, 
Henry Demarest Lloyd, and was completed 
and given to the village of Winnetka as a 
memorial of both.“ 

Mrs. Lloyd conceived the idea of present- 
ing a $25,000 library in 1906, but she died 
with the plans incomplete. Her son, W- 
liam Bross Lioyd, was made custodian of the 
fund, and favored a municipal gas plant an 
a more appropriate gift, but dropped that 
scheme and went back to the origina) idea 
of his mother when the municipality made its 
own arrangements for gas. 

From then on the plans were hurried to 
completion. Ground for the structure was 
broken a year ago, and on Sept. 1 last the 
furnishings were complete and the books 
placed. William Bross Lloyd had been se- 
lected to make the formal presentation, bat 
was compelled to be absent in Maine on busl- 
ness. Demarest Lioyd is the other son, who 
helped to execute the plans of his mother. 


Clubrooms in Basement. 

One of the provisions made by Mrs. Lloyd 
a club and smoking room for men and boys 
in the basement—is carried out. For special 

reasons these rooms will be given over for 

social purposes. The structure, one story 
high, is of red brick and terra cotta, with 
tile roof. 

With the exception of a small librarian’s 
office the entire first floor is given over to 
books and periodicals, on the latest improved 
racks arranged the center of the 


room so that they can be approached from 


any angle. The racks serve as a dividing 
line, placing children om one side of the 
room and adults on the other,

Upholds Sentencing of Man Who Im 
ported St. Louis Girl. 


Chicago’s right to charge renta) for the use 
of subsidewalk space in its streets was upheld 
yesterday by the Supreme court of Illinois. 

Opinions were handed down in eight cases 
taken to the state's highest tribunal by prop- 
erty owners contending their title to space 
beneath the sidewalks, and while the full text 
of the decisions has not reached Chicago, 
word came to the municipal law department 
that, with the exception of a few minor in- 
stances into which technicalities enter, the 
city h. er will have full power to collect 
rental fof the use of such space. 

This information was that the Supreme 
court held that where the space Mes in streets 
dedicated by subdivision in the usua) way the 
city’s claim is clear and that only in cases 
where the streets were opened by condemna- 
tion has the property owner title to space not 
needed by the city for public use. 


Wullifies His Injunction. 

In the case of Edwin B. Sheldon against the 
city, involving a passage beneath the walk at 
Lake and La Salle streets, the Supreme court 
reversed the Circuit court and remanded the 
case for a new hearing. 

This nulHdfied the injunction obtained by 
Sheldon to restrain the city from enforcing 
the ordinance providing that space beneath 
public walks shall not be used except after a 
permit for that use has been obtained from 
the commissioner of public works—the means 
used by the city to collect compensation. 

The city won another partial victory in a 
decision that the ruling of the County court 
in refusing to approve a special assessment 


dispose of the question whether the title to 
the street is in the city or in owners of ad- 
joining property. This is the short east and 
west street, now unopened, running through 
the grounds of the Gunther baseball club. 
The city now is free to test the question of the 
title to the street. 
_Upholds Law to Save Women. 

In upholding the sentencing of a man con- 
victed of bringing a St. Louis girl to Chicago 
for immoral purposes the Supreme court | 
declared constitutional the act of June 12, 
1908, forbidding traffic in women. 

A general attack was made upon the law. 
It was argued that the act purported to be an 
amendment to an act of June 1, 1908, which 
never existed; that it quoted the title of the 
1908 ct, but had no title of its own, and that 
its title included more than one subject. It 
also was contended that the law was invalid 
because it permitted a wife to testify against 
her husband, and that its provisions would 
permit of an Illinois prosecution of an act 
committed in another state. 

The decision was given in the appeal of 
Thomas C. Braun, who was convicted of en- 
tieing Lena Martin to leave her home in St. 
Louis and come to Chicago for immoral pur- 
poses. The court held that the offense was 
consummated in this state. 

In another criminal case of importance— 
that of George Bissett, the “ gimlet man,“ 
convicted a year ago of the murder of Detec- 
tive William J. Russell in the saloon of 
„Barney Bertsche, Fifth avenue and Ran- 
doliph street—the tribunal overruled the 
lower court and ordered a new trial. Bissett 

was convicted in a brief trial before Judge 
Scanian, but the higher court held that the 
state had not presented enough evidence 
showing that Bissett knew Russell to be a 
policeman. 
Touches on Parole Law. 

In the case of Albert Peters, who was con- 
victed of manslaughter in the Municipai 
court, the Supreme court upheld the sentence 
of imprisonment until he was discharged by 
the pardon board. The contention of his at- 
| torneys was that the parole law did not apply. 
to manslaughter cases only to casez 
where punishment is a fixed term. 

The disbarment proceedings brought by the 
| Chicago Bar a ciation’ against John E. 
Amos, formerly a practicing attorney, were 
checked by one of the rulings of the court. 
In these proceedings the Circuit court issued 
a rule upon Amos to show cause why he 
should not be disbarred, and its action was 
+ based on the record of a case brought by the 
| American Trust and Savings bank, which 
charged him with taking advantage of a cli- 
ent who was mentally incompetent. The Su- 

preme court held that the doctrine of res 
| adjudicata did not hold for or against any 
one not a party or a privy to the former sult.

Independence of Modern Voter 


Creates Unique Political 
Situation. | 


BT JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 28.—[{Special.}— 


Indiana is surprising itself with a political 


campaign which has few of the Hoosier 
characteristics. It is not excited, it is not 
overenthused. Nor is it listless. Apparently 
Indiana has made up its mind as to what to 
do and it will record its decision Nov. 8. 

In the meantime it will listen to the forensic 
fireworks of candidates and their spellbind- 
ers. It will turn out respectable crowds 
which will listen to the presentation of the 
issues. But that any large number of votes. 
will be swayed one way or the other isn’t be- 
Meved by any of the practical politicians with 
whom I have talked. 

It might be inferred from the above that the 
people of the state are indifferent in a cam- 
paign of such importance as this. Such an 
inference would be far from the truth. There 
is an. underlying interest intense in its char- 
acter. 

In the first place the campaign is unusual 
even in Indiana. The Republican party, 
which has been a party of discipline in the 
state, is today a party where discipline does 
not prevail. The Democratic party is unified 
as it rarely has been before. 


Cost of Living an Issue. 


‘There are other issues, such as the cost of 
living, which, of course, involves the tariff. 
county option, este. But. important as they 
are, and influential as they will be upon the 
result, they are all bound up to a greater or 
lesser extent in the question of whether or 
not the state shall indorse Senator Albert 
J. Beveridge and the course he hag pur- 
sued in Washington. 

There are three distinct sets of offices to be 


filled on Nov. 8. The first is that of United 


States senator. Secondly, thirteen menbers 
of cqpgress are to be returned, and, finally, 
there are comparatively unimportant state 
officials to be chosen. So far as the serator- 
ship is concerned, the voters must elect legis- 
lators to name Senator Beveridge as us own 
successor or supplant him with Jahn W.

The Republicans, on their par-, are 
fighting desperately rot only to retain what 
they have, but to make inroads elsewhere. 
So far as the state offices are concerned, 
they are attracting comparatively litile at- 
tention among the people. 


Work Zealously for Beveridge. 


Radical difference in methods has been 
manifested by the two opposing parties fa 
the conduct of the campaign. The Repub- 
lican state convention having made Sens tor 
Beveridge the paramaunt issue, naturally 
the* Republican state committee is working 
gealously to carry his banner to victory. 
It also has been paying some attention to 
the Republican candidates for congress. 

With regard to the Republicar. candidates 
for state offices, they are seeking to heip 


themselves, and getting mighty ‘!tlie assist- 
| ance, 


if their friends are to be believed, 
from outside sources. The Democrats. on 
the other hand, are proceeding on the theory 
that if one Democrat shall be ele>*ed ail must 
be elected. They are lumping Democrat'c¢ 
candidates, and are saying: Elect Democratic 
legislators to send Kern to the senate; elec? 
Democratic legislators to uphold Gov. Mar- 
shall and provide township option; elect 
Democratic state officers to make the state 
administration as efficient as possible; ele::

It is unity such as this that counts. It 
has created among the Democrats a belief, a 
confidence in, victory which naturally will 
have tremendous influence at the polls.

ENTENNIAL commemorations of the 
births and deaths of.the great men who 
have left their mark upon the art of the 
times are usually very pious and unin- 
teresting events. We hold them from a 

sense of duty or for the lack of something bet- 
ter to do. Rarely, indeed, are we led to the 
performance of a number of corhpositions by 
one man purely out of love for the works them- 
selves. 

The distinguishing feature of the Thomas 
orchestra’s celebration of the hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of Robert Schumann was 
the beauty and enthusiasm that filled the pres- 
entations of the overture to “The Bride of 
Messina and the B flat symphony. It com- 
pletely overthrew the tedious traditions of the 
past. Here was no plous service, no empty 
formality, but a sincere, effort to bring again 
to life the spirit, romance, and poetry that has 
made the music of Schumann immortal. 

That effort was crowned with such a brilliant 
measure of success that the concert can truly 
be said to have marked an epoch in the history 
of the orchestra under its present conductor. 
Mr. Stock has displayed his talents.to best ad- 
vantage heretof in the music demanding 
massive orchestral effect, big emotional sweep, 
and much outward evidence of dramatic inten- 
tion. But several readings of the symphonies 
of Brahms that were remarkable for their lyric 
beauty and their restrained emotion have pre- 
pared us for the vivid but delicate. emphasis 
of poetic fervor that sought und found so cer- 
tainly the bright and illusive genius of the most 
modern of the romanticists. 
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To accomplish these results Mr. Stock was 
obliged to r mstruct his orchestrat propor- 
tions and to reduce them to the dimensions of 
chamber music. His success is surest testi- 
monial to the elasticity of the orchestra, that 
can turn from the noise and excitement of 
Kaun and Georg Schumann, as effectively 
demonstfated last week, to the pure musical 
beauty of Robert Schumann’s “Spring” sym- 
rhony, or the not less inspiring but more austere 
mood of the Bride of Messina overture. 

_ The selection of this overture and symphony 
in itself is convincing evidence of Mr. Stock’s 
understanding of Schumann. The overture ac- 
complishes more tangibly that union of the 
classic and the romantic spirits than it .was 
given to Schiller to achieve in the drama of 
like name. Its stately introduction is a real 
Beethoven mood. Romance enters with the 
lovely song of the clarinet, the second theme 
of the work, and thereafter the classic and the 
romantic elements go hand in hand. The per- 
formance -was remarkable for its equally rare 
union of two interpretative ideals that fre- 
quently clash, refinement and spontaneity. The 
former made the tone of the violin section a 
thing of perfect beauty and purity, restrained 
the utterances of the violas to flexible precis- 
sion of melodic progression that was unique, 
tamed the bassoon, the“ orchestra's most in- 
veterate humorist, till it sang as tenderly as 
the clarinet. The latter quality kept a vital 
pulse beat throbbing in every phrase. The sum

Indian Pudding. 


HERE are the Indian puddings of India, of 
rice, and the Indian puddings of Yankee- 
land, of Indian meal. The English used to 
call the Yankee concoction a maize pud- 
ding, and perhaps they do yet, as they are 

noted for their conservative ways. Now that we 
rarely use the adjective Indian in connection 
with corn, our pudding is likely to lose its name, 
perhaps, as it has already some of its character. 
It is eve now called cornmeal pudding simply, 
and if it is made of white cornmeal it ought to 
be called this, think those of genuine Yankee 
prejudices. The pudding was once baked for 
three or four hours, and it can hardly be the 
same thing wheh by some makeshift it is baked 
never more than an hour and a half, and some- 
times but fifteen minutes. The long baking 
seems to be an extravagance with the gas meter 
ticking off the feet. The package meals are es- 
pecially prepared of course to obviate the long 


| cooking, but the beautiful color and the delicious 


taste can be obtained in no other way. 


The standard method of making the Indian 


pudding was to scald the milk and fo scald the 
meal. Some cooks not only scald the méal but 
they boil it for an hour, thus making the baking 
process shorter. Sliced apples instead of raisins 
are attractive in this pudding, especially when it 
is cooked for a long time. A hard sauce, or 
butter simply, or milk is all that is needed with 
it. The cold pudding with milk is even more 
delicate than the hot. It is always necessary to 
remember that Indian meal swells very much, 
wre if too much is used the pudding will be too

Let us look through a window facing north- 
east this evening, at about 9 o'clock, exchang- 
ing a friendly greeting with the stars now 
making their appearance. They are the 
leading actors in the celestial drama soon to 


be enacted in the winter sky, for no less than | 


ten of our fifteen brightest stars are in 
when Sirius, the king of stars, finally arrives 
on the scene. We are already on familiar 


utes later Rigel, a little more than : 
grees south of east, appears, and after an 
terval of about a quarter of an hour 
can be seen some four and a halt 
Rigel and Betelguese points directly t 
Pollux, and once he is located it is an easy 
matter to find his brother, Castor, for the 
two are apparently as inseparable in the sky 
as their namesakes were on the earth. In 
the old star maps the constellation Gemini, or 
The Twins, it Castor and Pollux in 
a sitting posture and engaged in watching the 
conflict between Taurus, the Bull, and Orion. 
se ., — 

According to Grecian mythology, Castor 
was killed during a battle, and Pollux was 
unwilling to survive him. Therefere he en- 
treated Jupiter to restore Castor to life or to 
® himself deprived of immortality, where- 
upon Jupiter permitted Castor to share the 
immortality of his brother, placing both 
among the stars. It is said that during the 
Argonautic expedition a violent storm arose 
and presently two flames of fire were seen 
playing around the heads of the Twins. Im- 
nediate:y the tempest ceased ani the sea 
was calm, from which circumstances tre 
suilors inferred that when these stars are 
bright, fair weather may be looked for. In 
accordance withthe belief that the brothers 
had a favorable influence over navigation 
they were often represented in the carved 
fievreheads of ships. When St. Paui was 
wrecked on the isiand of Melita he emLarked 
for Rome in a ship of Alexandria, whose 
sign was Castor and Pollux.“ 

Castor is the finest double star In tbe north- 
ern, heavens, and is a wonderful sight when 
seen in a large telescope. the two stars being 
nearly equal in magnitude and apparently 
almost touching each other. In reality they 
are separated by a distance so vast that they 
require, according to some authorities, about 
a thousand years to circle around their com- 
mon center of gravity. Atiny companion star 
of the tenth magnitude, and purplish in hue, 
is suspected of playing the part of satellite 
to the smaller of the two stars composing 
Castor. It has been described as a dark star 
revolving around ite chosen companion in 
the sky with such rapidity that it accom- 
plishes one circuit of its path in less than 
three days. In adeſtion to these three stars, 
there is another small star which may prove 
to form part of the system, making Castor 
a quadruple star. However, the two bright 
components are far too close to be separated 
with an opera glass, or even with the most 
powerful field glass, but they are within the 
reach of a three inch telescope. The region 
surrounding Castor, when observed with an 
opera glass, reveals curving streams and 
wreaths of stars, which also encircle Pollux. 


Pollux is a deep yellow star, and one of the 
ten brightest stars north of the equator. 
Seen with a fine telescope it presents the 
appearance of a triple star, while with the 
forty Inch at the Yerkes observatory, ft ap- 
pears multiple. The components are orange, 
gray and lilac, and if there are planets circling 
around this system the effect must be 
strange as they alternately glow in the light 
from the colored suns. Pollux is approaching 
us at the rate of about twenty-five miles a 
second, and Castor is retreating from us at 
about the same rate. The light from Pollux 
requires nearly fifty-five years to reach us, 
while the light from Castor takes a little 
more than sixteen years in its journey to our 
planet. From this we infer that Castor is 
comparatively near as far as stellar distances 
go, since it is only about one mon times 
farther from us than the sun, while Pollux 
is three times that distance. Yet the sun is 
nearly ninety-three million miles from the 
earth! 

An hour and a half after Pollux has passed 
beyond the eastern gates of the sky, Procyon. 
which is twenty-three degrees directly south 
of that star, makes its entrance, heralding 
the approach of the great dog star, Sirius. 
Procyon is the little dog star, and its name 
means before the dog.“ since it appears 
some twenty minutes earlier. But it is by 
no means an insignificant star, for it is of 
the first magnitude, and gives out about eight 
times as Much light as the sun. It also has 
a companion star, yellowish in hue, of about 
the twelfth magnitude. which revolves about 
it in nearly forty years. 

However, it only claims our attention until 
Sirius, rising resplendent, finally reigns su- 
preme in the eastern sky, holding ite own 
until ** rosy fingered dawn ” draws aside the 
curtain of night, and the stars fade in the 
sun's luster.“

Building Expert Says ‘There 
Is No Basis for Charges 
of Contract Fraud. 


REPORT READY TUESDAY. 


Concrete, Not Rubbish, Found in 
Tops of Big Granite 
Pillars. 

e— 


Indications yesterday pointed to a conclu- 


tion of charges of fraudulent construction 
in the new city hall. 

Architect James H. Wells of New York and 
Prof. A. N. Talbot of the University of Iii- 
nols, experts retained by the Chicago bureau 
of public efficiency, estimated that a few 
more hours of scrutiny of the structure wil! 
complete their work. 

Their report will have to be submitted to the 
trustees of the bureau of efficiency, without 
whose approval none of the reports of the 
organization's investigators can be made 
public. It is probable that a meeting of the 
board will be called for Tuesday. 


Experts Tell of Findings. 

With the end in sight, their statements were 
taken as forecasting their final report. 

“As far as we have gone,” said Prof. Talbot, 
„ We have found no indications of anything 
worse than carelessness on the part of em- 
ployés.”’ 

“In a wide experience covering many years 
ef connection with the bullding business.“ 
said Architect Wells, I never have seen 
a better constructed building than this ons. 
I have been unable to discover any basis 
for the charges that material has been 
skimped. 

“The one fault thus far brought, out 18 
the absence of some concrete in the spaces 
between the iron pillars and the brick sur- 
rounding them. I believe the firm of .-ola- 
bird & Roche is the only big architectural 
firm in the country to specify this added 
protection for the columns, and it doesn't 
add any strength to the structure. It is put 
there merely as a preservative of the iron. 
and if it had been omitted throughout the 
building its omission wouldn't have meant 
$400 to the subcontractor.” 


Go Thoroughly Over Building.

The 
only rubbish found in the concrete, Architect 
Wels said. came from slack sweeping.

endangered on account of the dairymen’s 
greed in depleting the animals vitality by 
tereing from them a greatet then natural 
flow of milk. 
“The heavy milker is moet liable to in- 
. fection,”” said Dr. Wilson, “ The anima!’s 
strength goes to the production of a b 
yield of milk, The farmers keep the cows. 
warm stables and stuff them with 
without any regard to the beasts’ health. 
They give greet quantities of miik, but they 
are weak and fall a ready prey to tubereu- 


is. 

“Go into one of those stables early in the 
morning and you can hardly breathe the 
air, it is so hot and bad. A man could not 
remain healthy in such an atmosphere, 


“Remedy Lies in Tests.” 


“ The remedy for this condition ig tn testing 
every herd for the presence of the disease 
and getting rid of the sick cows. Farmers 
have been loath to have their herds tested 
and diseased cows condemned, but now they 
are realizing that it ia the best thing for 
them. 

“ A condemned animal ts not necessarily a 
total loss. Most of them will pags for beef 
in a slaughter house.“ 

Dr. Wilson declared that Pasteurization is 
net efficient in rendering disease carrying 
milk fit for consumption. 


Sees Victory in Five Years’ Fight. 


“The only method of insuring a supply of 
wholesome milk,” he said, is by making 
sure the herds are healthy. Ip five years the 
disease could be stamped out or reduced to a 
negligible minimum {ff quarantine methods 
against extra state cattle and testing of IIII- 
| nois cattle were enforced. 

“Meanwhile we must admit that most of 
our dairy barns are insanitary. Farmers will 
not go to the trouble and expense of keeping 
them clean and airy. 

‘Every cow should be groomed and its 
udder washed and rendered aseptic before 
milking. This, with proper sterilization of 
the pails and inatruments of the dairy and 
cleanliness by the dairy hands would go far to 
keep the milk pure.”

A few friends she did possess. All were 
unusual: all had genius in greater or less 
measure; all centered around her. She was 
the one with influence—the one who could 
speak the word and open the doors of oppor- 
tunity for a protégé. And she loved Tan- 
queray, who wrote great things which did 
not suit the public taste.

Just what happened then you would, per- 
haps, better read the story to find out. This 
much is certain, Miss Sinclair has presented 
the lite of the woman of genius as no other 
person has done it.

Miss Sin- 
clair has doubtless: made her sacrifices and 
earned the right to speak. She knows about 
the cruelty of genius Her story—or rath- 
er her theme—reaches its true psychologic 
climax when a wild poet, an unlicked 
Celt,” she calls him. shortens his life by 
days. or perhaps weeks, shaping the poem 
that struggles within him for birth.

A book that has interested me more than 
usual is the intimate LIFE OF ALEX- 
ANDER HAMILTON by Allan McLane 
Hamilton (Scribner), his grandson. Dr. Ham- 
iiton is the son of Philip Hamilton, who 
was Alexander Hamilton’s youngest son. He 
is well known as an expert in insanity cates. 

It is of the familiar side of Hamilton's life 
that Dr. Hamilion writes. There are a num- 
der of letters in this book which have never

Hamilton seems to 
have made a mode! husband, as far as we 
can judge from his letters to his wife, and his 
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interest in the health of his children and the 
beautifying of his piace. The Grange,’ 
were more than one might have expect 
froma man living his publie life, and ane to 
whom we have heard attributed so many op- 
posite characteristics. 

It interests Dr. Hamilton as a physicign 
that Alexander Hamilton suggested cold wa- 
ter treatment for fever away back in 1795, 


which, although one of the oldest therapeutic 


agents known in medicine, was not used in 
the latter part of the eighteenth century. 
Dr. Hamilton speaks at length of Hamilton's 
friendsulp with Talleyrand, whcse true char- 
acter he could not have known, or if he did 
he must have cultivatec him because of his 
many agreeable qual ies. 

Dr. Hamilton believes that his granéfath-‘ 
er’s prejudice against dueling was sincere, 
and “the result of his growing conviction, 
which he reluctantly disregarded under the 
pressure of the exigencies of the time and 
the feellug that his prestige, as the head of a 
great though demoralized party would suffer 
by his refusal to meet his adversary. He 
felt convinced that there was nothing for 
him to do but to fight with Burr, and he did 
so. with what tragia results the world 
knows. Writes Dr. Hamilton: | 

Much speculation has been indulged in re- 
garding Hamilton's action in meeting; Burr, de- 
spite his strong and oft expressed prejudices against 
dueling, and many conscientious pecple are in- 
clined.to censure him for this. There can be no 
doubt, howeyer, that he deliberately sacgificed 
himself for his patriotic principles, and I prefer 
to take the view held by a few persons that he 
met Burr only because he knew that his future 
usefulness as the leader of his party. would have 
been hurt by any exhibition of what might have 
been, in aity degree regarded by the mob as the 
white feather, It is unnecessary to call attention 
to the obligation of the code in those days. In 
fact, until a very late period in the history of 
some states, the refusal to accept a challenge would 
have been paramount to a confession of cowardice, 

The duel was in the air for a long time, 
and was more than once postponed. Hamil- 
ton knew that it was coming, but lived on 
quietly with his wife and children at The 
Grange and was apparently able to at- 
tend to his affairs in the city with his ac- 
customed regularity. “He wrote two fare- 
well letters to his wife; one on July 4, the 
other on July 10, but how these letters 
reached her, or by whom they ‘were de- 
livered, is not known. These letters were 
preserved by her until the cay of her 
death, and she probably carried them about 
with “her to read and reread. . For today, 
writes Dr. Hamilton, who probably has 
them in his possession, one of them is 
scarcely legible.’’ 

Alexander Hamilton was one of the most 
interesting and picturesdue figures of his 
time. It hardly seems possible that the 
grandson of a man who was Washington's 
secretary sf the treasury could de living 
in New York today, and not an old man at 
that, as on the 6th of this month Dr. Hamil- 
ton celebrated his sixty-second birthday.

Vice President Will Make Only 
One Political Speech in 
New York Campaign. 


ROOSEVELT IDEAS ISSUE. 


Democrats Confining Attacks to 
New Nationalism and Other 
Policies of Colonel.

New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.J—If . Vice: 
President Sherman adheres to his purpose he 
will speak only once in this state upon the 
political issues of the campaign. That speech 
will be made at White Plains. It will be de- 
livered on the Saturday evening before elec- 
tion. - 

It is apparent. therefore, that the vice presi- 
dent's utterances in the state will not serve 
greatly to aid his party’s ticket. A campaign 
speech made on the Saturday evening be- 
fore election is of no avail ueually. 

The vice president's friends know he has 
not yet recovered from the humilhation 
which overcame him at thé Saratoga con- 
vention. They say he did not mind so much 
being beaten for the temporary chairman- 
ship of the convention, but he was wanted 
to the quick Pecduse it was asserted that it 
was necessary to beat him since he was the 
candidate of all that is corrupt and unworthy 
in the Republican party. Probably it is for 
this reason that the vice president has taken 
no active part in the state campaigh. 


Appeals to Man He Helped Beat. 

He has had, however, some curious experi- 
ences. Senator Davenport, who represents 
the vice president's home district, and who 
sometimes has been called Demosthenes Da- 
venport, is a candidate for reélection. He 
was one of those active in bringing aboyt the 
defeat of Vice President Sherman as tem- 
porary chairman. He evidently has dis- 
covered that he is in grave danger of defeat, 
go at the last moment he has made appeal to 
the vice president: a sort of Macedonian 
cry tor help. 

As illustrative of the strained personal re- 
lations and the disposition to strong person- 
alities which have been among the chief fea- 
tures of the state campaign, the story of the 
manner in which Senator Davenport ap- 
proached the vice. president may furnish a 
good example. The senator wrote to the 
vice president asking if he might call and 
consult him.

The meeting was stiff and formal, although 
in the past their relations had been cordial. 

As the senator was about to begin conversa- 
tion the vice president said: 

* Before we hold any conversation I want 
to call in my stenographer. I shall tell him 
to take down every word that is said. I do 
this in self-protection.. I don’t propose to be 
misrepresented again. Or, if misrepresented, 
1 intend to have the evidence at hand to 
show that I have been treated in this way.“ 


Conversation Placed on Record. 


And with a stenographer present, the con- 
versation went on and is now a matter of 


recerd.. As yet there.does not appear to be 


strong disposition on the part of the vice 
president to eid the senator in securing re- 
election. 

In the attempts which have been made 
within a few days to take a preliminary can- 
vass abundant opportunity has offered for 
discovering how greatly personal relations 
have been strained, in some cases to the point 
of complete rupture. The great Republican 
social organization of this city, of which 
Theodore Roosevelt is a member, and which

TRACTION TON MERGER, 


Mrs. Yerkes’ Lawyers Secure 
Infunstibm That Cheeks 
Consolidation. 


— — 


Executor of Estate Forbidden to 
Enter Plan to Turn Over 
Property. 


All negotiations for the proposed absorp- 
tion of the Consolidated Traction company by 
the Chicago Railways company were brought 
to an abrupt halt yesterday. 

Simultaneously in the Supreme court of 
New York and the Circuit court of Cook 
county, counsel for Mrs Mary Adelaide 
Yerkes, widow of the late traction magnate, 
Charles T. Yerkes, obtained temporary in- 
junctions restraining Louis K. Owsley, ex- 
ecutor of the Yerkes estate, and several finan- 
clal concerns holding Consolidated bonds be- 
longing to the estate as collateral, from com- 
pleting a deal that would have removed the 
last obstacle to the pending merger. 


Charge Traction Conspiracy. 

In the affidavit filed in the Cook sounty 
Circuit court it was charged thawphe executor 
and the other defendants to the suit had en- 
tered into a * conspiracy kor the purpose 
of selling the $4,494,000 worth of bonds (face 
value) held by the estate and that Executor 
Owsley had authorized the banks and finan- 
cial houses holding $3,470,000 of the bonds to 
sell them at 30 per cent of their face value. 

This suit, the second brought by the law 
firm of Mayer, Meyer, Austrian & Platt to pre- 
vent the merger on the terms proposed, was 
begun in the Circuit court last week when the 
complainant prayed the appointment of a 
receiver for the Consolidated bond issue of 
$6,750,000 and an injunction to restrain the 
sale of those held by the Yerkes estate. 


reports that success for the merger was seen 
by the financiers then there negotiating to- 
ward a final settlement, but no details of 


interests were given. That the plan did 
not meet with the approval of Mrs. Yerkes’ 
counsel became known when Attorneys 
James J. Barbour and Isaac Mayet appeared 
before Judge Baldwin with an affidavit set- 
ting up information of the alleged con- 
spiracy” received by telegraph from the 
east and urging that unless a temporary in- 
junction was granted at once the deal would 
be completed.

in connection with the estate to Mrs. Yerkes’ 
attorneys. It Was asserted that on Thurs- 
day representati e ot these attorneys as ed 
Owstey’s counse if there had been any 
sale of the Yerkes bonds, that the opposing 
attorney answered that the eu ject was 
large and controverted one,” and that in- 
asmuch as the Yerkes lawyers bad “ thrown 
down the gauntlet by beginning action in 
the Circuit court, aer eould not be 
discussed.

‘HEAR FRATS BUSY AGAIN. 


Mrs. Young Plans Campaign to 
Prevent New Activities Un- 
der Different Guise. 


The loss of life at the Iroquois theater and 
Fish fires as a warning of what may happen 
at the Beidler public school, Kedzie avenue 
and Wainut street, was held up by Mrs. A. 
Jochim, 3228 Fulton street, to the members 
of the buildings and grounds committee of 
the Chicago. board of education yesterday. 
Mrs. Jochim said there is a widespread fear 
of the school because it lacks fire escapes, 
and that the parents are willing to defray 
the expense of supplying the fire escapes if 
the board of education will not. 

„Jam a member of the Mothers’ club of 
the Beidler school, and for a long time we 
mothers have been wondering why the 
school is not equipped with fire escapes,” 
che said. “ The school ought to be classed 
as a four story building, because it is only 
nine inches under the height of buildings for 
which fire escapes are prescribed by the city 
bullding and fire departments. There are no 
escapes and there are 750 children in the 
school, Why are there no escapes?” 

Promise New Inspection. 

“Tf there is such a feeling among the 
parents and if there is any possible danger, 
I am in favor of putting on fire escapes, said 
Modie J. Spiegel. Chairman Joseph Downey 
declared that the buikiing has heen in- 
spected and pronounced safe by the building 
department. 

But we will make another inspection and 
stretch our imaginations for causes of dar- 
ger, he concluded. If we can find or con- 
ceive of any possible danger we will put in 
the escapes. But the board cannot spend 
money needlessly, you know.” | 


Secret Societies Busy Again. 

An outcropping of secret saciety activities 
in various Chicago high schools was reported 
by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent 
of schools, and will meet with a prcmpt cam- 
paign. Mrs. Young reported she has re- 
ceived a number of reports of the reorganiza- 
tions of fraternities and sorecrities, the sys- 
tem being to organize open societies of mem- 
bers of the secret organizations, teke in a 
few outsiders, and then form the frater- 
nity or sorority members into “ executive 
committees."" The meetings of these inner 
committees” are fraternity meetings from 
which the outside members are barred. 

The first move against the fraternities wil’ , 
be the posting of warning notices in all 
schools. The notice will de the rule of the 
board of education, printed in large type, as 
follows: 

All persone attending the public high 
schools of the city of Chicago who are mem- |, 
bers of secret societies known as fraterni- 
ties or sororities, existing wholly or in part 
in any bigh schoo! of the city and carrying 
on such activities as afiect unfavorably the 
discipline and scholarship of the high schools, 
shall be expelled from the schools.“
